Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach all of the limitations of the independent claims in combination with other 
elements. While prior art such as Alexander et al. (6,188,602) teaches a firmware hub 
coupled through a low pin count (LPC) bus to the CPU, prior art does not teach a firm 
ware hub recovery module connected to a circuit board having firmware hub with a 
firmware program and the firmware hub recovery module being bootable.
